Hesitant start to 
season makes 
fast recovery key 

JAMES Ward-Prowse be¬ 
lieves tomorrow’s “vital” trip 
to Watford will be a real test 
of character for Saints. 

Ronald Koeman’s men visit the 
newly-promoted side hoping to kick- 
start their season, after a stuttering 
start to the campaign, writes Gor¬ 
don Simpson. 

Saints have just one point from 
their opening two league matches, 
while their progress to the Europa 
League group stages is in doubt, af¬ 
ter Thursday’s 1-1 draw at home to 
Midtjylland in the first leg of the 
play-off round. 

Speaking about the importance 
of the trip to Vicarage Road, Ward- 
Prowse said: “I think it’s very big. 

“We want to win every game, of 
course we do, and it’s made even 
tougher with the Thursday fixtures 
as well, but I think we’re physically 
prepared for that. All the lads are 
doing everything they can to make 
sure they recover and make sure 
we’re ready to go again. I think it’s 
a vital game for us.” 

The midfielder added: “I think 
whether a team’s been promoted or 
whether they’ve been in the Premier 
League all the time, every game’s 
difficult. The fans will create a good 
atmosphere and it will be a battle. 

“We’ll have to win the battle first 
before we show what we can do, so 
I think it will be a test of character 
- but it’s a good game to have in be¬ 
tween the two European ties.” 

Saints opened their league cam¬ 
paign with a 2-2 draw at Newcastle 
and a 3-0 home defeat to Everton. 

While undoubtedly disappointing, 
it puts them in the same position 
they were in at this stage last term, 
when they also had one point from 
their opening two matches. 

Then, a trip to West Ham in their 
third game energised the campaign, 
as Saints won 3-1 at Upton Park to 
set them on their way to a record- 
breaking Premier League season. 

Ward-Prowse believes tomorrow’s 
match has similar potential for the 
club. 

“Definitely,” he said. “It’s a winna- 
ble game. I think [Thursday] was a 
good start again, since the 3-0 defeat 
to Everton, and I think, with the run 
of games we’ve got, it’s good that if 
you do have a bad result you’ve got 
another game around the corner to 
put the bad one to bed. 


“I think it’s definitely a winnable 
game and we’ll obviously be looking 
to get three points.” 

Once again, it does mean deal¬ 
ing with a quick turnaround from 
Thursday’s game, but, while the im¬ 


pact of the Europa League is so of¬ 
ten talked about, Ward-Prowse says 
no one at the club views it as a drain. 

“I know every player and every 
member of staff wants to play in the 
Europa League and everyone wants 


to be there and show on the Euro¬ 
pean stage what we can do,” he said. 

“Everyone’s determined to play 
there. It’s not a case of not wanting 
to play there - everyone’s wanting 
to be there.” 


JWP still 
confident 

JAMES Ward-Prowse admits 
it will be a huge shame for 
Saints if they don’t reach the 
Europa League group stage 
- but he has backed the 
team to get past Midtjylland. 

The Danish champions 
secured a surprise 1-1 draw 
at St Mary’s on Thursday, in 
the first leg of the play-off tie 
between the clubs. 

The contest will now be 
settled at the MCH Arena, in 
Herning, next week, with 
Saints heading there in a 
somewhat uncomfortable 
position. 

After the team produced a 
record-breaking Premier 
League season last term, 
Ward-Prowse knows it would 
be a huge disappointment to 
exit Europe at this early 
stage. 

“That’s the thing. The 
club’s geared around 
European football and the 
last five years we’ve been on 
a long journey to get here 
and we don’t want to fall at 
the last hurdle,” he said. 

“Everyone’s determined, 
you can see everyone wants 
to play in the Europa League, 
despite what people say 
about the schedule of the 
games. 

“We’re footballers and 
that’s what we live and 
breathe for, so we want to go 
as far as we can.” 

Having conceded an away 
goal to Midtjylland - scored 
by St Mary’s academy 
graduate Tim Sparv - Saints 
will need to score on 
Thursday night, but Ward- 
Prowse, who won the penalty 
from which Jay Rodriguez 
equalised, remains optimistic 
they will do that and also get 
through. 

“I think we had 20-odd 
shots to their nine, which 
shows that we dominated the 
game quite well and we had 
five or six really good 
chances to finish them off, 
but it just wasn’t to be,” he 
said. “But it should be a good 
encounter at their place. 

“You can see the stats 
show that we dominated the 
game. It’s going to be a great 
atmosphere there and it will 
be a very, very tough place to 
go, but we’re confident with 
the strike force we’ve got 
that we can get goals there.”

Maya’s dream to make 
football big back home 



Maya Yoshida has adapted to playing in England and believes it has improved his game

MAYA Yoshida is a man 
who likes a challenge. 

Whether it be leaving the 
comfort of his homeland, Ja¬ 
pan, to embark on a career 
in Europe, or trying to mas¬ 
ter the English language, 
the 26-year-old is someone 
who has always tried to push 
himself. 

Establishing himself in 
the Premier League has per¬ 
haps been one of Yoshida’s 
biggest undertakings, but it 
is not necessarily the great¬ 
est he has in mind. 

That, instead, is attempt¬ 
ing to help revolutionise 
how football is viewed in 
Japan and to make it a part 
of the country’s mainstream 
culture. 

It is something that Yoshi¬ 
da, as one of his country’s 
highest-profile stars, feels a 
responsibility about. 

“Football is not part of the 
culture in Japan yet,” he 
said. 

“In England, it is almost 
culture, everyone loves it, 
but football is like more 
fashion — it’s not really be¬ 
come culture yet, so I want 
to make football to the Japa¬ 
nese culture.” 

Reaching the last 16 in the 
2002 World Cup — a tourna¬ 
ment in which they were 
joint hosts — and also the 
2010 edition has, obviously, 
helped grow the popularity 
of the sport in Japan. 

So too has the likes of 
Yoshida, Shinji Kagawa — 
and before them Hidetoshi 
Nakata — making a go of 
it in some of Europe’s top 
leagues. 

If football is to continue to 
grow in Japan, Yoshida be¬ 
lieves players from his coun¬ 
try need to continue to test 
themselves abroad, while 
the national team must also 
carry on their progress. 

“It’s really difficult, we 
need more time to do that, 
and we need to make good 
results constantly,” he said. 


“Not just one time in the 
World Cup, but also four 
years or eight years — not 
only World Cup, but Asian 
Cup, Confederations Cup, 
many things. So we cannot 
stop. If we stop, we are fin¬ 
ished. Simple. 

“We go forwards and go to 
another level step by step.” 

Yoshida believes that, as a 
nation, Japan do have the ca¬ 
pacity to seriously compete 
on the world stage. 

“Potentially, very well I 
think,” he said. 

However, he believes they 
must start to go about things 
in a different way, by put¬ 


ting themselves in a greater 
number of pressure situa¬ 
tions. 

Yoshida thinks Japan play 
too many home friendlies, 
and has been lobbying offi¬ 
cials in his country to send 
the team abroad to face more 
established nations in order 
to help them properly de¬ 
velop. 

“We are not used to playing 
in tough pressure, like we 
have in the Premier League 
every week,” said Yoshida. 

“Because now, here, every 
week there is a lot of pres¬ 
sure, a lot of tough games.

one time in two years, (play 
in) like a big competition. 
There’s not enough, if you 
know what I mean. 

“Playing against Asian 
small countries is not really 
the same as much as the Pre¬ 
mier League. 

“But here in Europe eve¬ 
ryone has such a high level, 
such a high pressure, so 
that’s a big difference. 

“That’s why I’m always 
talking to the national team 
that we need to play away 
games. If they want to invite 
a strong country, a strong 
team, like for example Eng¬ 
land to come to Japan, what 


they start to think for sure 
they want to see Tokyo, they 
want to see another place, 
they want to do sightseeing, 
so it’s a little bit feeling like 
a holiday 

“But, no, we need a serious 
game, so we have to come to 
away game, like England at 
Wembley. 

“England cannot lose 
against Japan in Wembley. 
That’s why they’re going to 
be 100 per cent. But in Ja¬ 
pan it’s not sure. They have 
many excuse, like jet lag, 
long flight, tired, schedul¬ 
ing, so we need to play away 
games.” 


That would certainly be 
more convenient for Yoshi¬ 
da, who currently lives 
about 6,000 miles from his 
home country. But he in¬ 
sists the travelling between 
Southampton and Japan 
does not bother him. 

“It’s lots of travelling, but 
I like the aeroplane, because 
normally I can just relax by 
myself, spending a very long 
time on myself,” he said. 

“I can watch movies, I can 
drink, I can eat what I want. 

“People say it’s really 
tough, the travelling a lot, 
but I am very happy and I 
understand how to adjust 


the jet lag, because I’m used 
to it already. 

“This is not really most dif¬ 
ficult problem for me. 

“But also there’s pressure 
to play for my country. 

“As a national team we 
couldn’t make good results 
the last two years (Japan 
didn’t win a game at the 2014 
World Cup and only reached 
the quarter-finals of this 
year’s Asian Cup). Maybe 
it’s a more difficult moment 
for Japanese national team. 

“As I said before, difficult 
moments makes me stronger

Wilson hat-trick fires Cherries 
to historic first Prem victory

CALLUM Wilson scored a memo¬ 
rable hat-trick as Bournemouth 
picked up their first Premier League 
victory at the expense of 10-man 
West Ham. 

Having played well in their open¬ 
ing two league defeats, Cherries’ 
boss Eddie Howe kept faith in the 
team that lost at Liverpool. They 
were the better side here and fully 
deserved the historic win. 

Darren Randolph replaced the sus¬ 
pended Adrian in goal for the hosts 
and much was made of the fact he 
had shipped 16 goals in his last three 
games against the Cherries. 

But the fact he was named West 
Ham’s man of the match speaks 
volumes for how bad the rest of his 
team-mates were as Aaron Cress- 
well presented the visitors with 
their opening two goals and Carl 
Jenkinson became the fifth West 
Ham player to be sent off this sea¬ 
son. 

Wilson struck twice in the first- 
half but an early charge after the 
interval saw West Ham pull level 
through a Mark Noble penalty and a 
Cheikhou Kouyate goal. 

But substitute Marc Pugh put 
Bournemouth back in front, with 
Wilson completing his hat-trick 
from the penalty spot after Jenkin¬ 
son had been dismissed for pulling 
back Max Gradel. 

West Ham got a third through sub¬ 
stitute Modibo Maiga but no late on¬ 
slaught arrived and Bournemouth 
held out for their first points. 

Winston Reid had the ball in the 
net after six minutes but the goal 
was disallowed for an clear push on 
Bournemouth skipper Tommy El- 
phick. 

The visitors snaffled up their first 
chance as Simon Francis caught 
Cresswell in possession before cut¬ 
ting back for Wilson to thrash home 
his first Premier League goal. 

A first-half drinks break did not 
help West Ham get a foothold and it 
failed to clear Cresswell’s mind as, 
under no pressure, he gifted posses¬ 
sion to Wilson and the 23-year-old 


coolly added his second. 

Matt Jarvis came on at half-time 
for skipper Kevin Nolan and it was 
the man who took the armband 
who got the Hammers back into the 
game. 

Noble was tripped inside the box 
by Josh King after Payet’s initial 
free-kick had been punched by Ar¬ 


tur Boruc and he dusted himself off 
to convert the resulting penalty 

West Ham were level seven min¬ 
utes later as Diafra Sakho’s turn 
and shot was palmed out by Boruc, 
with Kouyate on hand to turn home 
the rebound. 

Mark Pugh’s stinging drive was 
smartly stopped by Randolph but 


the former Birmingham stopper 
could do nothing moments later as 
Pugh made up the ground to latch 
onto Gradel’s pass and dodge two 
challenges before curling home. 

Things went from bad to worse 
for the Hammers as Jenkinson was 
beaten to a long ball by Gradel and 
then pulled back the tricky winger 


inside the box, conceding a penalty 
and a red card as a result. 

Wilson completed his hat-trick, 
with his penalty just evading Ran¬ 
dolph - but the points were still not 
sealed as Maiga reduced the arrears 
with a good solo effort. That proved 
to be the last goal of a breathless 
encounter.

SAINTS travel to Watford tomorrow, 
as they attempt to get their first 
three points of the Premier League 
campaign. 

The club have endured mixed results on 
their most recent trips to Vicarage Road, but 
are in need of a good one this weekend, after 
last Saturday’s 3-0 home defeat to Everton, 
writes Jack Adams. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks back at Saints’ 
last five games away to Watford, starting 11 
years ago. 


Watford 5 Saints 2 
Carling Cup, round of 16 
November 9,2004 

Watford, who were then a Championship 
side, pummelled top-flight Saints in a demoli¬ 
tion job at Vicarage Road that left Saints red¬ 
faced and pushed manager Steve Wigley closer 
to the exit door at St Mary’s. 

Neal Ardley provided the assist for Watford’s 
first two goals, which came either side of half 
time, with Bruce Dyer heading home before 
James Chambers netted with a volley. 

Chambers then smashed home his second 
ten minutes later after a good Watford move 
tore open the Saints defence. 

Heidar Helguson then added to the embar¬ 
rassment by making it 4-0 to the hosts. 

Even when Saints did get on the scoresheet, 
via an 84th-minute consolation from Dexter 
Blackstock, the goal was cancelled out in the 
same minute by Hameur Bouazza to make it 
5-1. 

Brett Ormerod’s header pulled Saints a goal 
nearer in the dying stages, but did nothing to 
make the result any less palatable, as Watford 
gained revenge for Saints’ FA Cup semi-final 
win in 2003, which had been the last time the 
teams had met before this. 

Watford 3 Saints 0 
Championship 
December 26,2005 

George Burley’s first game in charge as man¬ 
ager of Saints did not go to plan, as Watford 
cruised to a comfortable victory. 

Burley made his mark by fielding a very 
young, inexperienced-looking team, includ¬ 
ing a 16-year-old Theo Walcott, a 17-year-old 
Nathan Dyer and a defence that featured Mat¬ 
thew Mills, 19, and Martin Cranie, 18. 

This brave move backfired as Darius Hen¬ 
derson headed Watford into the lead, before 
Clarke Carlisle made it 2-0 before half-time. 

Burley subbed Tomasz Hajto on at half time, 
and insult was added to injury as Hajto scored 
an own-goal just two minutes after coming on. 

Following a gloomy Boxing Day afternoon, 
Burley thanked the uplifting fans who were 
“absolutely magnificent”. On the pitch, Bur¬ 
ley said he was aware that “there are a num¬ 
ber of things that have got to be worked at”.

Watford 3 Saints 2 
Championship 
September 16,2007 

Saints lost out in an early-season away game, 
after a late Watford comeback turned the re¬ 
sult on its head. 

Danny Shittu’s header on 42 minutes put the 
hornets ahead, but Grzegorz Rasiak denied 
them a half-time lead as he poked home an 
equaliser from the edge of the box just before 
the interval. 

Nathan Dyer then put Saints in front with 
a great effort from outside the box on 69 min¬ 
utes, curling the ball into the far bottom cor¬ 
ner. 

As time ticked on, it looked increasingly like¬ 
ly that George Burley’s men were going to get 


their third consecutive win, but Darius Hen¬ 
derson had other ideas. 

He equalised with a back post finish in the 
81st minute, before he hit a 90th-minute win¬ 
ner to put the Hornets top of the league and 
put a halt to Saints’ impressive run of wins. 

Watford 2 Saints 2 
Championship 
April 7,2009 

Saints salvaged a late point thanks to Jan 
Paul Saeijs’ stunning long-range free-kick, but 
it did little to brighten the mood just days after 
the club went into administration.

IT HAS often been said that there 
is no such thing as bad press, but 
in the Football League that doesn’t 
seem to be ringing true at the mo¬ 
ment. 

Over the summer, Swindon Town decided 
to ban media from all press conferences. 

In fact, all employed staff members are 
off limits to the press, except for the duties 
they are contractually obliged to fulfil by the 
Football League. 

Swindon are not the first club to go down 
the path of banning media from stadia. 

In 2013, Nottingham Forest limited club ac¬ 
cess to reporters from the local daily paper. 
Later that year they went further, banning 
reporters from national papers that attend¬ 
ed matches but did not file reports. 

Just a few weeks ago, Newcastle United 
ironically banned reporters from the sta¬ 
dium because they were going to ask about 
media bans. 

What does make Swindon different, how¬ 
ever, is that they have removed access to eve¬ 
ry local and national media outlet in one go. 

What is happening there will have implica¬ 
tions for the teams above, and the way the 
media interact with clubs. 

It is already hard enough to get coverage of 
your team if you are in the Football League, 
and it may seem strange to limit access at a 
time when media coverage outside the Pre¬ 
mier League is on the increase due to inter¬ 
net match reports allowing more details. 

With limited coverage of teams in the 
lower division, local media has a vital role 
alerting fans to issues within the club that 
national media just won’t pick up on. 

The real difference in the level of media 
coverage between the Football League and 
the Premier League can be seen by how lit¬ 
tle coverage this story attracted. 

The news of the ban barely warranted any 
real attention from the national media, as 
lower league press conferences usually con¬ 
sist of one journalist and a tea lady. 

If Manchester United tried the same thing 
there would be outrage. 

The whole issue comes down to one simple 
question: how accountable should clubs be? 

Football clubs are technically businesses, 
and as such should only have to answer to 
shareholders. 

But everyone who has ever supported a 
club knows that isn’t really the case. 

No one would really care if their favourite 
shop was failing to disclose huge debt and 
about to go bust. But when a football club is 
in the same situation, fans do have a right 
to know. They may not be shareholders, but 
they invest a large amount of time and mon¬ 
ey supporting the team. 

Fans have a vested interest in their club 
and no way of getting answers, except 
through the media. 


Swindon Town have made some unpopular decisions when it comes to allowing media access to their club. But what are the implications? 


Reporters generally have direct access to 
the players and staff and can ask the ques¬ 
tions fans want answered. 

When the club tries to put a positive spin 
on the four non-league players you signed, 
despite promises of money being made 
available, fans need someone to ask what’s 
going on. 

Swindon suggested that the local media 
has a bias against the club and opts to only 
show the negative issues at the club. By ban¬ 
ning the media and handling their own PR, 
it makes the club seem like they have some¬ 
thing to hide. 

It could also be argued that the point of the 
media is to challenge happy-clappy spin that 
clubs put on news items and match reports. 

Swindon’s complaint was that the local 
paper chose to make a charge for an illegal 
player approach their top story, yet spent 


only a few lines commenting on a player ar¬ 
riving from Liverpool. 

Obviously, the media are there to sell pa¬ 
pers and the club are there to sell their 
team. The assumption by Swindon that the 
local media’s negative spin is affecting the 
club in any way is probably very far from 
the truth. 

The whole situation would seem far more 
noble if it didn’t coincide with Town using 
a new app called Fanzai as their official 
source of news. 

Whilst so far they deny there is any finan¬ 
cial gain, they suggest that in the future 
they may benefit from this partnership. 

Fanzai has been slowly breaking into the 
football social media market, hoping to re¬ 
place apps like Twitter. 

Big name players like John Terry have al¬ 
ready signed up to be able to give you ‘valu¬ 


able’ insight, like what he is having for 
breakfast. 

Whilst the ban only prevents access to the 
players and removes weekly press confer¬ 
ences, what real interest is there for a paper 
to cover a team when they can’t actually fol¬ 
low up on any stories? 

The ban also brings up a lot more ques¬ 
tions about how far clubs will go to protect 
their image. 

So far, clubs cannot ban you from writing 
about them, but it seems that this could be 
the next step. Fans are already being sued 
for what they write on social media, and fan 
sites are getting wary. 

At the moment, it seems unlikely that 
other clubs will follow the example set by 
Swindon, at least until they can see a real 
benefit. But there will be many watching 
with interest to see how things progress.

Coe has to rebuild 
faith in athletics 


New IAAF boss is 
right man but has 
urgent work to do 

SEB COE has one rather 
pressing matter at the top 
of his to-do list after being 
elected as the new presi¬ 
dent of the IAAF. 

The former Olympic gold medal¬ 
list, and the man given much of the 
credit for the 2012 Olympics in Lon¬ 
don, has landed the top job in athlet¬ 
ics. 

There is no doubt that Coe has 
proved himself as worthy a diplo¬ 
mat as he was a runner. 

It is proof that there can be a big 
crossover between success in sport 
and outside of it, whether you com¬ 
pete at the elite level or just below in 
non-team sports. 

The kind of dedication, concen¬ 
tration, self-belief and mental dis¬ 
cipline required to succeed at indi¬ 
vidual sports is immense. 

They are the kind of tools that also 
transfer perfectly into life outside of 
sport, as Coe has shown. 

However, taking over the sport’s 
governing body at this exact mo¬ 
ment is certainly a mixed bag. 

After the outrageous accusations 
regarding doping and a mass of sus¬ 
picious blood tests being left aside 
rather than investigated, there are 
huge shadows looming over athlet¬ 
ics. 

We are just a year away from the 
next Olympics, and some confidence 
and faith needs to be restored in the 
sport by then. 

The revelations of recent weeks 
have been so extraordinary that ur¬ 
gent moves need to be made. 

The first reactions of various 
groups just cast further doubt on 
their ability to really get to grips 
with and deal with the problems the 
sport faces. 

It gave the impression, rightly or 
wrongly, that athletics as a sport al¬ 
most acknowledged that there is, or 
at least had been, widespread cheat¬ 
ing, but that it is so widespread that 
it is too much tackle. 

There is now a sense in the gen¬ 
eral public that most of them must 
be at it, and that if the relevant au¬ 
thorities really looked hard then the 
whole house of cards would come 
tumbling down, just like it did in 
cycling, and with all that is at stake 
there are vested interests for whom 
it is better just to turn a blind eye. 

That may not actually be true, but 
it is the impression that has been 
given to the public.

It’s one that Coe needs to challenge. 

Now, like Chris Froome, you fancy 
athletes will be under pressure to 
try and desperately explain that 
they are winning cleanly, rather 
than an assumption that is the case

With the Olympics in Rio just 
around the corner, it needs sorting 
out straightaway. Time is of the es¬ 
sence. 

Coe has a massive task on his 


hands to address the problems and 
restore faith, but he must tackle the 
issue head on. 

The impression that those in pow¬ 
er have not done so seems to have 
made this situation so much worse. 


Big need 
for striker 

AS WE enter the final week 
or so of the transfer window 
you fancy there is a lot of 
money yet to be spent. 

The opening games of the 
Premier League season have 
revealed a few unsurprising 
problems. 

Manchester United, a club 
whose resources seem 
virtually limitless, are clearly 
in need of a striker. 

Whether Wayne Rooney can 
or cannot play that role any 
longer — and he is surely 
better in a number ten 
position now — they have to 
have a genuinely world class 
striking option to really 
challenge. 

Having seen John Stones 
for Everton at Saints last 
weekend, it’s not hard to see 
why Chelsea will probably 
end up coughing up so much 
money to sign him. He is utter 
class, and looks like he could 
already play for a team of that 
stature. 

At Saints it will be about 
completing the squad. 

They need to, and will, 
recruit a central defender to 
bolster the numbers in that 
area. 

If they get another player it 
will likely be in an attacking 
role, but if nobody becomes 
available within budget then 
they might well go with what 
they have got.

POOLE Town boss Tom Killick de¬ 
scribed as “a complete accident” the 
incident that left St Neots winger Remy 
Gordon with a broken leg.

“It’s never pleasant to see somebody 
badly injured on a football field, wheth¬ 
er it is a player from your team or the 
opposition. 

“We hope he recovers well and returns 
to the field as soon as possible.” 

The injury to Gordon, who is the son 
of former Norwich and AFC Bourne¬ 
mouth star Dale, soured a significant 
win for Poole against a team that had 
ended their promotion hopes in last sea¬ 
son’s Southern Premier Division play¬ 
off semi-final.

TEAM Solent boss James Tay¬ 
lor is confident his side will 
get stronger as the Syden¬ 
hams Premier season pro¬ 
gresses. 

As the manager of a university 
team, Taylor has the advantage of 
having a different pool of players 
to dip into to the ones traditionally 
doing the rounds of the local non- 
League circuit, writes Wendy Gee. 

But the flip side of that coin is that 
many of his better players do not re¬ 
turn until the university year gets 
going towards the end of September. 

Skipper Jesse Waller-Lassen - an 
ex-Tottenham Hotspur trainee - and 
midfielder Sam Byles, formerly of 
Arsenal, are still enjoying a break in 
the United States, along with Jim Or- 
vis, while Mark Jordan is spending 
his summer in Australia. 

In their absence, Team Solent have 
already exited the FA Cup 4-3 at 
Blackfield & Langley despite a gutsy 
second-half revival which saw them 
claw back from 3-0 down. 

“We’re still a good few players 
missing but, as a university side, we 
always knew it was going to be that 
way and we’ve just got to deal with 
it,” said Taylor. 

“There are pluses and minuses of 
being a university side, but this was 
always going to be the case and we 
know we will improve.” 

Although Team Solent haven’t had 
an ideal start to the season, they are 
nowhere as badly off as this time 
last year when, with Taylor newly 
installed as boss, they opened their 
Sydenhams One campaign with an 
8-2 home defeat by Amesbury 

The fact they eventually emerged 
as champions, winning the South¬ 
ampton Senior Cup into the bargain, 
lends weight to Taylor’s theory that 
the best has yet to come from his 
newly-promoted squad. 

He said: “We’ll be about eight 
league games in by the time we’re up 


to full strength, but we’re already a 
lot better at the start of this season 
than we were last year and we’ve got 
to try and keep progressing. 

“We’re still waiting for our squad 
to appear, but we’ve still got a de¬ 
cent side and we’ve got to try and get 
points on the board before then. 

“We’ll have 14-15 players for the 
next few weeks and obviously the FA 
Cup came a bit too soon for us.” 

With 45 minutes gone of the extra 
preliminary round tie at Test Park, 


Blackfield were 3-0 up and cruising 
through Dan Munday, Ekow Elliott 
and Miguel Laborda Gil. Munday 
then struck again in the second half, 
after Solent had made it 3-1, but it 
was real edge-of-the-seat stuff after 
that as Matt Sheedy netted his sec¬ 
ond for Solent followed by one from 
player/boss Taylor to make it 4-3. 

“We gave them a massive head start 
and then decided to turn up, but it 
wasn’t quite enough,” reflected Tay¬ 
lor. We’ve got the FA Vase coming up 


(home to Christchurch, September 
5) and it would be nice to try and win 
one of those games at least. 

With Pip Nolan and Matt Burt de¬ 
parting for Salisbury during the 
summer, Taylor has had gaps to fill 
in central defence. 

He admitted: “It was a bit of a 
blow to lose both centre-halves three 
weeks before the season started, but 
when a club like Salisbury comes in 
and offers money, understandably 
players are going to go.”

contracts 

GRAHAM Kemp feels Mark 
Ford’s situation at Salisbury 
is a good example of why 
players shouldn’t be on 
contract in the Sydenhams 
Wessex League. 

Former Weymouth striker 
Ford, who had a spell with 
Blackfield & Langley last 
term, incurred the wrath of 
Salisbury’s Steve Claridge by 
missing two of the Whites’ 
critical opening games.

Claridge, who was also 
without Ford for the opening- 
day 0-0 draw at 
Brockenhurst, later admitted 
the striker had let Salisbury 
down “very, very badly.” 

But Kemp, manager of 
Sydenhams Premier 
neighbours Bemerton Heath 
Harlequins, said: “I have my 
opinions which people don’t 
like sometimes, but I just 
don’t understand why players 
sign contracts in the Wessex 
League. The money’s not that 
great to make signing a 
contract worthwhile and, if 
you’ve got confidence in your 
own ability, you will play for 
that club anyway. 

“I know Mark quite well and 
he’s lost his way over the last 
season and a half since 
leaving Weymouth. Now he 
finds himself stuck on a 
contract at Salisbury and 
they are in their rights to 
keep him as long as they 
want to. I can see why 
Salisbury do it (put players 
on contract) to keep a steady 
team all season and I know 
that if you don’t have players 
on contract there is always a 
danger you will lose them. 

“But Mark’s a good player 
and it’s a shame he’s 
reached the third Saturday of 
the season and he’s played 
against no one yet.”

Threeasy for Adam 



ADAM Wheater is loving his 
new role at No 3. 

The wicketkeeper-batsman has 
been in his best limited-overs form 
for Hampshire since being promoted 
to first wicket down in the Royal Lon¬ 
don One-Day Cup and the T20 Blast, 
writes Simon Walter. 

After making the two highest T20 
scores of his career in his first three 
games in the role - 78 and 51 in crucial 
group wins at home to Surrey and 
against Sussex at Hove - Wheater reg¬ 
istered his second 50-over hundred of 
in eight knocks at No.3, against Lan¬ 
cashire on Monday night. 

He was unfortunate that, like his 
other 50-over ton it came in a losing 
cause. 

But it is surely only a matter of 
time before he makes his first-match¬ 
winning white-ball ton. 

Having taken on the role in 50-over 
cricket towards the end of a disap¬ 
pointing campaign last year, it took 
him only three games to show what 
he was capable of with a 97-ball 135 
against his former Essex teammates 
at Chelmsford last August. 

His 114-ball 111 on Monday night 
(11 fours, one six) could not prevent 
Hampshire from sliding to a 29-run 
defeat. 

But it gave more Hampshire fans 
the chance to show their apprecia¬ 
tion towards a player who came in 
for unfair criticism when he replaced 
Michael Bates in the side. 

“I’ve had a couple of decent knocks 
at three and enjoy it there. I was al¬ 
ways talking to Chalks (director of 
cricket Giles White) about it and with 


Maxi and Owais in and out of the [re¬ 
spective] sides last year and this the 
spot came up. 

“I put my hand up for it and for¬ 
tunately it’s worked out all right 
There’s more responsibility at three 
but more time to bat. 

“It’s harder to get as many runs 
lower down but Daws (Liam Daw¬ 


son) played an unbelievable knock 
[against Lancashire], his 52 was just 
as crucial on a slow wicket.” 

Hampshire lost by just five runs af¬ 
ter Wheater’s ton at Chelmsford last 
August and the 29-run defeat against 
Lancashire meant the RLODC quar¬ 
ter-final places had to be decided by 
the final round of group games. 


As it turned out, Hampshire’s 
game against Notts at Trent Bridge 
was rained off but they still went 
through as Lancashire, the only 
side that could deny them, saw their 
game at home to Glamorgan suffer 
the same fate. 

Hampshire will play Gloucester¬ 
shire in the last eight but will have 
to play better than they did against 
Lancashire. 

“302 was a lot to get,” admitted 
Wheater. “[Alviro] Peterson and 
[Ashwell] Prince showed their class. 

“They read the wicket well and the 
cameo from [Alex] Davies at the end 
(27no from 15 balls) took the game 
away from us. 

“We were in with a sniff but it 
didn’t work out. Getting in on that 
wicket was very hard work, it was a 
little slow and there was inconsist¬ 
ent spin.” 

Wheater benefited from missed 
stumpings by opposite number 
Davies on 35 and 50. 

“I reckon I was the only bloke who 
felt sorry for him!” he said. “The 
first one was tough, he wouldn’t have 
seen it, but would have been disap¬ 
pointed with the second one. 

“But I can’t say anything because 
I’m not far from one myself!” 

Wheater has also been in excellent 
LV County Championship form of 
late, averaging 41 since the begin¬ 
ning of June having scored his first 
division one century (another 111) 
and three fifties. 

“I’ve enjoyed last six weeks,” he 
said. “When you work hard and get 
no runs you ask what’s the point but 
it seems to be paying off.” 


Gloves are 
off... 

ADAM Wheater completed a 
wicketkeeping first before 
hitting his 111 against 
Lancashire at The Ageas 
Bowl. 

With Alex Davies attempting 
ramp shots over Wheater’s 
head against Chris Wood in 
Lancashire’s final over, the 
Hampshire wicketkeeper 
decided to field as a 
backstop. 

He is not the first 
wicketkeeper to do so and is 
in good company as MS 
Dhoni has adopted the ploy 
to counteract the shot first 
used by Tillakaratne Dilshan. 

But before Wheater did so 
umpires Martin Bodenham 
and Mike Burns insisted that 
he discard his wicketkeeping 
gear. 

Wheater explained: “If you 
take gloves and pads off you 
can field where you like. It’s 
down to the umpires’ 
discretion as to how far you 
can be behind the stumps 
with your pads on. 

“It was a definite first for 
me. I don’t reckon it works 
but if I’d taken a catch it 
would have been genius!” 

Hampshire have a week to 
decide whether they will use 
the same tactic against 
Lancashire in their T20 Blast 
semi-final at Edgbaston next 
Saturday.

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OFFSIDE CONTROVERSY: Officials’ error

League admit ref’s mistake 



CHRISTIAN Benteke’s con¬ 
troversial winner for Liver¬ 
pool against Bournemouth 
on Monday should not have 
stood, the Premier League 
has acknowledged. 

Benteke’s close-range goal at An- 
field was allowed to stand by referee 
Craig Pawson despite team-mate 
Philippe Coutinho having been stood 
in an offside position and attempting 
to play the ball. 

The decision was widely criticised 
after changes to the interpretation of 
the offside rule this summer and the 
Premier League, in conjunction with 
referees’ body PGMOL, has clarified 
the situation, accepting an error was 
made. 

A statement read: “The Premier 
League has this week written to its 
clubs to clarify the new interpreta¬ 
tion of the offside law decided by the 
International Football Association 
Board (IFAB) this summer. 

“Professional Game Match Officials 
Limited (PGMOL) issued this guid¬ 
ance in order to clear up any misun¬ 
derstandings that arose following the 
goal awarded to Liverpool in their 
Monday night match against AFC 
Bournemouth. 

“The Premier League does not gen¬ 
erally comment on decisions made by 
match officials. However, given the 
recent change to the interpretation 
of the offside law and the fact that 
it was made close to the start of the 
season, the league felt it was appro¬ 
priate, in this instance, to publish in 
order to inform fans and other stake¬ 


holders.” 

In the incident in question, Benteke 
turned in a deep cross from Jordan 
Henderson at the far post after the 
ball flew past an offside Coutinho. 

Under the new guidance, Coutinho 
did not need to have touched the ball 
to have been considered interfering 
with play, as he would in the past. 


Coutinho only needed to play at the 
ball while it was close to him and for 
his action to impact an opponent. In 
this case that criteria was fulfilled 
and the law therefore not correctly 
enforced. 

The statement used stills from the 
match to illustrate the point and un¬ 
derneath it said: ‘’Expected outcome: 


Offside offence.” 

The decision to write to clubs may 
slightly appease Bournemouth man¬ 
ager Eddie Howe, who said after the 
game he would like an explanation. 

“That is the clearest example of the 
new rule you will see,” Howe said 
afterwards in his post-match press 
conference. 


Berghuis 

inspired 

byRvP 

WATFORD striker Steven 
Berghuis has revealed that 
Robin van Persie inspired 
him to join the Barclays 
Premier League. 

Berghuis, who could line up 
against Saints at Vicarage 
Road tomorrow, became one 
of many summer recruits to 
the club’s ever-growing multi¬ 
national squad when he 
arrived from AZ Alkmaar for 
£4.6million in July. 

Van Persie, the sole 
survivor of an influential 
generation of Dutch Premier 
League footballers that 
included Dennis Bergkamp, 
Ruud van Nistelrooy, Arjen 
Robben and Dirk Kuyt, left 
Manchester United for 
Fenerbahce only days earlier 
but his influence on the 
23-year-old winger remains. 

“Of course (I’d like to 
emulate them),” said 
Berghuis. “I followed Van 
Persie the most in my youth, 
Bergkamp a little bit and Van 
Nistelrooy. I think Van Persie 
is my favourite of the three. 

“He is left-footed, creative 
and always tries to show nice 
things, he’s nice to watch. 

“I like to play with my left 
(foot) from the right, and try 
to create chances. Always 
playing forward. I like to play 
from the right. At AZ 
(Alkmaar) when I was playing 
good it was always from 
there.” 

Nathan Ake, who has joined 
Watford on loan from 
Chelsea, is another 
Dutchman in the Hornets’ 
squad. While at present there 
are concerns about the 
limited opportunities 
available to young Premier 
League footballers, Berghuis 
felt he had to seize the 
opportunity to move to 
England because of a belief 
that Dutch football is in 
decline. 

“I spoke with (QPR’s) Leroy 
Fer (about the Premier 
League),” he said. “I spoke 
with (Middlesbrough’s) 
Dwight Tiendalli also. They all 
told me I have to (join the 
Premier League) because it 
is an amazing competition. 
And also with my age I think I 
had to do it. In Holland the 
level is going down and the 
clubs in other countries don’t 
look a lot at Holland anymore 
because the level is going 
down, I think.”
